Failing to discover any more money the 
robbers became infuriated. They threatened 
the aged couple with a horrible death unles“ 
they were informed where $10,000 had been 
“hidden.

Although he 
tried to assure the robbers that they had al- 
ready secured all the money in the house they 
refused to believe him.

talk.“ 
Torture Man with a Candle. 

While the old man sat bound in a chair 
the lighted candle was applied to his bleed- 
ing face. Time and again the flame seared 
his lips and brought screams of pain from 
them. While the work of torture went on 
the servant girl imprisoned in an adjoining 
room bent her efforts toward escape. After 
frantic attempts to raise a small window, the 
girl succeeded and reached the open air. 
Darkness had set in, and although the rob- 
bers heard the girl escaping they were not 
quick enough to see her hide in some shrub- 
bery near the house. 

For a few minutes the robbers searched 
for the girl and then, fearing that she had 
gone to alarm the nearest neighbor, half a 
mile away, they fled without returning to 
the house, where their victims were waiting 
in an agony of suspense. As soon as they 
had left the place the girl ran to the neigh- 
bors and gave the alarm. It was quickly 
passed along to other farmers, and ina short 
time a posse had been organized of angry 
farmers. | 

Three Holdups at a Bridge. 

Within the last four weeks three different 
persons have been held up and robbed at 
Ewen's bridge across the Little Calumet 
River. Each of the robberies has taken place 
in the daytime, and the victims, after being 
deprived of their valuables, were told to go 
home and say nothing.

FIRE TRRRIPIES 300 GIRLS, 


IN WILD PANIC WHILE FIREMEN 
FACE DEATE. 


— 


Blase at 254 Madison Street Causes Em- 
Ployes of Schults’s Box Factory to 
Rush for Stairs—Flames Span Alley 
and Catch Pipemen on Ladder—Total 
Damage Is Estimated at $60,000 — 
Cabman Runs Down Woman in the 


With a squad of firemen hanging with 
blistering hands to a hot fire escape while 
they waited for water and with 300 girl em- 
ployés struggling in a panic to escape from a 
building threatened by fire there was plenty 
of excitement as the building at 254 Madison 
street was partly burned out last night. The 

damaged structure is between the buildings 
occupied by Lyon Bros. and Hollister Bros. 
At the rear separated by an alley is the 
Schultz Bros.’ box factory. 

In the last building 300 girls were working 
when the fire was discovered shortly before 8 
o\clock. The flames burst out of the win- 
dows on three different floors almost 
simultaneously and shot across the alley to- 
wards the box factory. A panic followed. 
With cries of fear the girls ran for the stairs, 
which soon were filled with a struggling line 

| of girls fighting their way down. Some 
crawled out on the fire escapes and thus to 
the ground. 


Fainting Girls Carried Out. 

Before all the employés had reached the 
street some of the girls had fainted and 
had been carried out. It was an excited 
and frightened crowd of girls which reached 
the street. . 

While the factory girls were making their 
hurried exit a squad of firemen were braving 
death on the fire escapes to the box factory 
building. The first lead of hose had been 
carried up the fire escape to reach the rear 
of the burning building. 

Then the flames came through 
the windows, shot across the alley, and al- 
most touched the wall against which the 
firemen were crouching. The wooden ladder 
caught fire and burned away under the men. 
Two firemen who had been mounting it 
dropped to the ground. Then men above 
seemed fairly caught in the fire. There was 
a great cry set up: 

Water! Water!“ yelled the men up on 


the fire escape. For mercy’s sake, water!“

PEOPLE ARE IN A. PANIC. 


Houses Wrecked by the Vibra- 
tions, Windows Smashed, 
and Walls Cracked in 
Many Places. 


TREMORS LAST MANY HOURS. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, Nov. 14.—[Special.]— 
Fully half a million dollars’ worth of damage 
has been done in Utah by a series of earth- 
quakes, beginning last night and lasting until 
this afternoon. Buildings were wrecked in 
several towns. In one place a chasm was 
opened in the earth and a number of persons 
had narrow escapes from death, although no 
fatalities have been so far reported. 

The first shocks felt in Salt Lake City were 
slight and small attention was paid to them. 
During the early morning and forenoon, the 
State was again shaken and great damage is 
reported from the south and central part of 
the State. In the Town of Richfield alone 
the damage is estimated at $100,000. 

Twenty Distinct Shocks. 

In Sevier County, of which Richfield is the 
county seat, twenty distinct shocks were 
felt, the first being at 9:30 o'clock last night 
and the last at 1:10 o’clock this afternoon. 
Buildings rocked back and forth, glass was 
broken, walls fell, and several structures 
were completely wrecked. 

The Mormon tabernacle there was severely 
damaged, the front of the building collapsing. 
A majority of the houses in the town were 
more or less damaged. 

Two children of O. K. Salisbury had a 
miraculous escape. They were asleep in a 
bedroom when the side of the wall fell, and 
the roof was brought down. Heavy timbers, 
brick, and plaster fell on all sides of them, 
and their bed was covered. The children, 
however, escaped unhurt. 


Bishop’s House Wrecked. 

At Monroe the large residence of Bishop 
Orson Bagley was ruined, as were several 
other buildings. There are several hot 
springs at this place. One of them ceased 
entirely to flow, while the flow of others was 


increased.

Choir practice was in progress at a meet- 
ing-house, and a panic ensued. It was 
thought the building would collapse, and 
there was a break for doors and windows. 

Several women were hurt in the crush, 
and others in leaping through windows. 
The town council broke up in disorder with 
a scene almost as bad. 

Shock Felt in Mines. 

At the Annie Laurie mine on Gold Mountain 
the miners felt the earth shake and heard 
rocks begin to fall in various portions of the 
mine. There were seyeral minor caves, but 
the men reached the surface without sus- 
taining any injuries. 


Landslides in Mountains. 

At Kimberley there was ea landslide down 
the mountain, which wrecked some dwellings. 

The Clear Creek road was blocked by an- 
other landslide. Still another came down 
over the Rio Grande Western track near 
Marysvale, broke rails, and stopped traffic. 
Telephone poles were broken and communica- 
tion with the outside world was interrupted. 

In Beaver the courthouse, Mormon meet- 
ing-house, Beaver Branch Academy, and 
scores of other buildings were either serious- 

‘ly damaged or completely wrecked.

WEALTHY VIRGINIAN IS KILLED. 


J. W. Scott of Richmond Murdered by 
Footpads on Way to His Home 
from His Club.

Richmond, Va., Nov. 14.—[Special.]—John 
W. Scott, one of the best known citizens of 
Richmond, was murdered last night in 
Franklin street, four blocks from the Com- 
monwealth club, of which he was a member. 

Major E. T. D. Myers heard a crash of 
glass at his front door about 2 o'clock this 
morning and found Mr. Scott dying on his 
doorsteps. He was unconscious and was 
taken to a hospital, where he died at 9 o’clock 
without regaining consciousness.

Glucose honey, under the attractive guise 
of pure clover honey,” is invading the Chi- 
cago markets to such an extent that the ef- 
forts of the State pure food inspectors are 
largely directed toward investigations of 
this imposition. One entire carload oft hon- 
ey.“ consigned to J. Dawson of the Western 
Brokerage company, 42 River street, from a 
California firm, was barred from the mar- 
kets yesterday except as a plainly labeled 
adultera tion. 

The analysis of the “ honey” 


from 50 to 60 per cent of glucose, and as 
“pure honey” the stuff was condemned. 
The consignee had the choice of selling it as 
a glucose mixture or of sending it back, and 
he chose the latter course, at the same time 
canceling other orders which would have 
brought other large quantities of the glu- 
cose honey into Chicago. 
Harm Is to the Purse. 

Unlike many of the adulteratione which 
flood the market, the glucose honey is not re- 
garded as an injurious mixture, and the 
Pure Food Commissioners affirm that the im- 
position on the purchaser te one which in- 
jures his pocketbook and not his health. 
The dealer has the right to sell the honey ” 
under the label of glucose mixture, and as 
such it is worth about one-fifth as much as 
real honey. 

One complainant, Dr. A. J. Park, 520 Hast 
Fiftieth street, said: 

I know of no place in Chicago where one 
can purchase a pound of pure honey. I 
called the attention of my grocer to the fact 
that his tin cases of ‘ white clover honey’ 
was manufactured stuff made up of glucose 
and paraffine. He at once called on his South 
Water street merchant and demanded that 
his money be refunded or that the merchant 
disclose the name and place of the party 
from whom he got the mixture, but he de- 
clined.” 

Similar complaints have been received by 
the Pure Food commission, and investiga- 
tions have resulted in the preparation of a 
list of offenders againet whom suit will be 
brought for viola tion of the pure food laws. 

How to Detect Imposition. 

Commissioner Jones said it was compara» 
tively easy for a purchaser to detect the im- 
position. 

“Genuine honey,” he declared, has 
brown coloring around the cells. Glucose 
honey is perfectly white. Thepurchaser can 
detect the fraud by this simple rule. Honey, 
butter, and vinegar are the three articles in 
the purchase of which citizens are most sub- 
ject to imposition just at present, and they 
are causing most of the work for the com- 
mission. Syrups may Be classed with honey 
in this respect. 


IOWA FARMER CHARGED WITH

Mount Carmel Man Arrested and Ac- 
cused of Putting Strichnine on Food 


Which Neighbor and Wife Ate. 


Carroll, Ia., Nov. 14.—[{Special.]—Henry 
Ertz of Mount Carmel was arrested today, 
charged with an attempt to poison Joseph 
Naberhaus and wife. 

Last Sunday, on returning from early mass 
at Mount Carmel, Naberhaus, at breakfast, 
noticed that the food tasted strongly of a 
drug of some sort. Naberhaus, after taking 
several bites of bread, soon was seized with 
convulsions. Neighbors called in saw that 
he was poisoned and noticed crystals scat- 
tered over the table on every eatable in the 
house. 

The poisoned man was placed in a buggy 
and driven to Breda, where a physician ad- 
ministered an antidote and saved his life. 
His wife had only sipped her coffee and was 
not much affected. 

The poison proved to be strychnine. Sev- 
eral attempts to poison these people have 
been made since last spring. Their stock 
has been maimed and property about the 
barn and farm destroyed. 

Ertz is a widower with six small children 
and a brother-in-law of Naberhaus. Evi- 
dence against the accused is chiefly circum- 
stantial. On being arrigned today he waived 
examination and gave $1,000 cash bond for 
his appearance before the grand jury, which 
meets here next Monday. 


HALF BACK IS BADLY INJURED. 


W. B. Soper of Bloomington, IIL, a Yale 
Sophomore, Seriously Hurt in 
Football Game, 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 14.—[Special.]— 
Willard Burr Soper of Bloomington, III., lies 
in Grace Hospital a victim of one of the most 
serious accidents of the present football sea- 
son at Yale. He is suffering from some in- 
ternal injuries. 

The coaches have been driving Soper rather 
hard because of his promising form, and 
yesterday they worked him with unusual 
severity because Wilhelmi, the regular left 
half back, had just been declared crippled 
and Soper was the next man in line of pro- 
motion. Soper fell at the bottom of a heap 
and was taken to his room. He became 
worse and was later transferred to Grace 
Hospital. He told the attendant physician 
that he was struck in the back in a scrim- 
mage.

They UHstened to facts that startied 
them because of the hardship they realized 
must follow the payment of miserable pit- 
tances for the hard work over which ts 
faces of women grew pale and gaunt or 
that which weakened the fibers of mens 
trames and left them unfitted for the strag- 
le. They saw the strenuous life 
before their eyes in cold reality. va 

Thess club women who had begun the 
study of sociological questions under differ- 
ent conditions heard women tell with drawn 
faces of struggling by the dim light to make 
a dozen pairs of trousers a day for 26 cents. 
They Mstened to men who spoke of running 
a machine at breakneck pace to grind out 
the meager sum of 75 cents, and to others 
who work in ill-smelling tobacco shops as 
long as light laste to make $1 per day. ; 

Party Visits Sweatsliops. 

The excursion in pursuit of knowledge was 
begun yesterday morning at 9:30 o'clock un- 
der the escort of George J. Thompson, or- 
ganizer for the Federation of Labor, The 
party consisted of Mrs. H. M. VanDerVaart, 
chairman of the Committee on Industrial 
Work eof the Diinois Federation of Women’s

We may tell of these com 
ditions and sympathize with the unfortunates 
who exist under them, but none will under 
stand and appreciate the appalling surround- 
ings.

LOCKSOP GUARD; ESCAPES 


Private Richard Stross of the Twenty- 
.minth Infantry, Under Sentence for 
First Offense, Turns Key on His Sen-

After locking his guard in a room, Richard 
Stross, a private in the Twenty-ninth Regi- 
ment at Fort Sheridan, threw the key away 
and boarded a train for Chicago. He has not 
been seen since. The guard, John Long of 
the same regiment, was released a half hour 
later by an officer. to whom he had calied 
from a window. The escape took place on 
Wednesday afternoon.

There Mr. Bachrach 
wrote the letter to his son, Benjamin, and 
then went away, saying he would leave for 
Elgin at 10:30 o’clock. At that time he ap- 
peared in good spirits. 

He went to the Monadnock Building, and 
entering a lavatory on the seventeenth floor, 
fired the shot which resulted in his death a 
little later at the County Hospital. The 
family was notified at once, but before any 
member coulu reach his side be was dead. 
Mrs. Bachraca was proztrated. 

The clothing store of the dectased was in 
Clark street, south of Jackson boulevard. It 
is known as the Imperal.“ A few years 
ago Mr. Bachrach failed in business, but it 
is said he made a settlement satisfying to his 
creditors.

Russell Sage Sees Danger.

ROADS FACE A CAR FAMINE. 


Railroads, Notwithstanding Increased 
Equipment, Are Unable to Handle 


— 


Notwithstanding that all the big railroad 
systems East and West have almost doubled 
their locomotive and car equipment during 
the last three years, shippers all over the 
eountry are complaining of t inability 
to get cars enough to handle r business 
promptly. There fs scarcely a road in the 
West that does not complain of a great 
shortage of oars. Railroad men estimate 
that from 10,000 to 15,000 cars are 

for a gar use by the various 
centering in Chicago. 

This * of affairs is enld to be dus to 
the tnusually heavy me traffic 
westward, and live stock, coal, and lumber 
are moving in such enormous quantities that 
it is impossible to tell how many cars are 
needed from day to day. 

Western roads express the belief that the 
present congestion will soon be removed, as 
traffic eastward is growing lighter pes 
mercantile business will drop off during the 
winter months. In a month or two the heavy 
live stock shipments will also cease. 

The shortage of cars on the Eastern roads 
is said to be due almost entirely to heavy 
business locally between interior points. 
The local traffic is much more remunerative 
to the Eastern roads than the through bus 
ness because rates are from 10 to 25 per cent 
higher.

Hepburn announced that immediately upon 
the assembly of Congress he would reintro- 
duce the bill providing for the construction 
of a Nicaraguan canal which passed the 
House last winter, but was sidetracked in the 
Senate. It will be amended to meet the pro- 
visions of the new treaty with Great Britain. 
In addition to this determination to secure 
speedy action, the treaty between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States providing for the 
abrogation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty and 
clearing the decks for the construction of the 
canal has been put in regular form by Secre- 
tary Hay and Lord Pauncefote, and the Brit- 
ish Ambassador is now waiting authority 
from his government to affix his signature to 
the convention. This authority is expected 
hourly, and after it is signed by the repre- 
sentatives of the two governments there is 
scarcely any doubt but that it will be ratified 
by the Senate, as the treaty was drawn after 
the members of that body were consulted. 

Representative Hepburn told the President 
that his measure undoubtedly would com- 
mand a large majority in the House. The 
same is equally true of the Senate, and while 
there is considerable opposition on the part 
of the railroads to the measure, it is generally 
believed it will be adopted by the upper 
branch of Congress without much delay.

Boys Admit Conspiracy to Kill 
and “Captain Jim” Is 
Held for Trial. 


GIRL ACTS AS ACCUSER. 


Revelations of the Gang Taken 
to Emphasize Need of Home 
for Delinquents. 


TUTHILL MAKES PLAN TODAY 


Practical corroboration of Judge Richard 
. Tuthill’s contention that thousands of 
boys are going to ruin in Chicago every year 
because they are not being properly cared 
for was furnished in the Harrison street 
police court yesterday morning. 

The nine boys who, under the alleged lead- 


ership of ‘‘Jim” Kolis, a 21-year-old Bohe- 


mian youth, planned to take the life of 
Truant Officer Francesca Capparelli because 
he forced them to go to school 
raigned before Justice Prindiville. ‘‘ Captain 
Jim,“ as he is known to the boys, was held 
to the Criminal Court under bonds of $600 | 
to answer a charge of conspiracy to commit 
murder. 

Seven members of the gang were re- 
leased, to be watched by probation officers, 
and two more, Sollle Cohn and Isaac 
Kahn, were remanded to the Children’s De- 
tention Home at 233 Honoré street, to appear 
before Judge Tuthill in the Juvenile Court. 


“Captain Jim” Defiant. 

“Captain Jim was. sullen and defiant 
when he faced Justice Prindiville. At first 
he denied that he knew any of the boys 
under arrest, but finally he acknowledged the 
acquaintance of Sollie ’’ Cohn, the boy who 
was detailed to go to a down-town store and 
steal the revolver with which Capparelll was 
to be murdered. . 

The principal witness was Katie Kahn, who 
divulged the plot to kill the truant officer. 
She stated that she had heard Captain 
Jim” threaten her father’s life, and also 
heard him say that Capparelli would have 
to be put out of the way, as he interfered 
with the gang's” reign of crime.

Only Hope for the Boys. : 

Discussing the arrest of Captain Jim's” 
gang, Chief Probation Officer T. D. Hurley 
said: 

This case demonstrates the necessity for 
such an institution as is advocated by Judge 
Tuthill. Such plots are being hatched among 
boys in this city every day, and until we 
have a place where boys can be sent and 
removed from the evil influences with which 
they are surrounded there is little or no hope 
of materially bettering their condition. 

“The John Worthy School serves a pur- 
pose, of course, but it does not even approach 
the requirements. In the first place, it is 
always overcrowded, and its facilities at beet 
are limited. The average stay of a boy in 
this home is sixty days, and nothing perma- 
nent in the way of character molding can be 
accomplished in such a short time. The re- 
sult is that whatever good is done the boy is 
counteracted as soon as he goes back to his 
old associations. He may know a little more, 
but he uses this knowledge for evil purposes. 

„ The John Worthy School is nothing more 
than an annex to the bridewell. It is a city 
workhouse, and where boys have any sort cf 
a home we do not feel like keeping them 
there any longer than necessary, but with 
an institution such as Judge Tuthill pro- 
poses we could take a boy in hand, give him 
something to do that will interest him, and 
virtually mold his character in a wholesome, 
healthy environment.”

WANTS AWORLDLY SCHOOL 


PROF. LAUGHLIN DOUBTS VALUE 
OF THE CLASSICS, — 


In a Lecture on “ The New Education ” 
to University of Chicago Students 
He Contends That the Colleges of the 
Future Must Teach Their Pupils to 
Make Their Way in Fields of Com- 
mercial Industry—Old Systems Said 
to Be Inadequate. 


A plea for a form ef education which will 
fit young men for positions of trust in the 
commercial world instead of an education 
calculated to make school teachers and min- 
isters was made yesterday by J. Laurence 
Laughlin in a lecture delivered on The 
New Education at the University of Chi- 
cago. 

The lecture marked the opening of the 
course of talks by men of affairs before the 
new college of commerce and administration, 
which lately has been added to the curricu- 
ium of the university. 

The traditional college education of the 
past has been suited for little else in a prac- 
tical way than its training ‘for the ministry 
and the professor’s chair.“ said Mr. Laugh- 
lin. The old and established colleges did 
not play their part in fitting students for 
the great administrative work of the world. 
When I left Harvard I was as ignorant as 
a babe of the affairs of commerce, “ 

The training that the classics give in 
school may accentuate literary apprecia- 
tion, which is merély the clothes to the man. 
The world of affairs demands a greater edu- 
cation. Neither the form of education which 
fits a man for war, for the law, or for the 
ministry, has as much to do with the im- 
mediate and general welfare of the country 
as instruction that would enable a man to 
plan the laying of a railroad. 

The old style teachers do not seem to be 
able to understand that modern science 
might give as good mental training as old 
classics. Graduates have found that teach- 
ing in other schools was the. occupation to 
' which they were fitted, and the returns from 
teaching were too meager to compare with 
the possibilities offered in trade and in- 
dustry.”’ 

The new education” was characterized 
by Mr. Laughlin as a form of instruction 
that would teach a man not only the tech- 
nical part of business, which might be 
learned by practical work, but would ena- 
ble the graduate to solve commercial prob- 
lems, which confront men of affairs every 
day. 
The colleges which undertak e to fit men 
for the world of affairs do not lower its stand- 
ard,“ he said, nor will they be submerged 
by a swarm of men whose commercial aims 
will make them disregard the cultural. The 
class which will be attracted will inject new 
life into the body of university students over 
the country. 


DOCTOR DETAINED BY POLICE. 


Held as the Result of a Young Woman's

Detectives are searching for a young woman 
who acted as nurse to Miss Brown during 
her stay in a hotel at 165 Clark street. The 
authorities also are contemplating the ar- 
rest of Clarence Faulk, said to be the son 
of a minister in Garden City, but who is said 
to be in Preston, Kas., where he has a retail 
store. 

Miss Brown came from a prominent fam- 
ily in Garden City, and for some time 
was society editor of one of the local pa- 
pers there. Faulk was also popular in the 
town, and Dr. Gray was considered one of 
the leading citizens. 

Dr. Gray and Miss Brown disappeared from 
Garden City on Nov. 3. Reaching Chicago, 
the young woman registered as Mrs. D. H. 
Richart at a hotel in Clark street. Dr. 
Gray also registered at the same hotel, and 
the unknown friend who actéd as nurse ac- 
companied them. The woman’s condition 
became serious, and on Wednesday Dr. Gray 
sought to secure her admittance to the Pres- 
byterian Hospital. It was refused, however, 
and he took his patient to the County Hos- 
pital, where the doctors immediately de- 
clared she had been subjected to an opera- 
tion which probably would result in her 
death.

HEAD COLLEGE 


Attorney Closes Arguments 
Before Judge Tuley in 
Struggle Over Rates, 


DECISION IN TEN DAYS 


Lawyer Holds It Is Corporation's 
Duty to Maintain a Modern 
Service. 


CITY'S TERMS IMMATERIAL, 


Judge Tuley will give his decision within 
the next ten days on the petition for an in- 
junction against the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany filed by the Iiinois Manufacturers’ 
association. The arguments in the proceed- 
ings closed yesterday afternoon, the closing 
speech being made by Attorney Thomas A. 
Moran, his contention being that the City of 
Chicago has the right to regulate the prices 
charged by the telephone company for its 
service, and that the rate prescribed by the 
ordinance could not be changed by any spe- 
clal contract. 

Attorney Moran insisted that the ordinance 
was to be construed by the court regardless 
of the opinions of former Corporation Coun- . 
sel Beale and the present Corporation Coun- 
sel, who had given opinions totally at vari- 
ance on the question whether the ordinance 
constituted a contract. or was a law in itself. 
He declared that the city cannot be estopped 
from enforcing the $125 rate for a business 
service simply because the City Electrician 
entered into a contract to pay the telephone 
company $176 a year for the same service. 


Patrons Forced to Pay More. 


“The city contracted for telephone serv- 
ice as a private corporation, or as an Individ- 
ual,“ said Attorney Moran, and the acis 
of an officia] of that corporation are not in 
question. It is nonsense to talk about a con- 
tract. It is contended by the defendants 
that the patrons of the telephone company 
signed their contracts with a full knowledge 
of the law, but this I deny. The patrons did 
not know that the law fixed the rate for 
service. They knew only that. they were 
paying $125 a year for service, and that that 
service was good for nothing. They were 
toid that it would be impossible for the com- 
pany to give them satisfactory service over 
the grounded wire circuit, and that their only. 


metallic circuit. 

“This case is one of the utmost impor- 
tance,”’ continued Attorney Moran, as he dis- 
cussed the bearing of the case on corpora- 
tions generally. “It presents a question 
whether corporations of all kinds shall obey 
the law, and there is no remedy except in 
the courts. Legislatures, taxing bodies, and 
city Councils too often represent these 
public corporations instead of the people. If 
your Honor denies the relief prayed for in 
this petition every patron of the Chicago 
ephone company will either be coerced it 
paying the 660 additional for a satisfactory - 
service or face the alternative of having his 
telephone taken away from him.” * 

Company's Duty to Patrons. 

It was contended by Attorney Moran that 
the tel company owed the duty to its 
patrons of keeping abreast with the progress 
of the art of telephony, and that it was

SEEKS LIGHT ON ’PHONE DEALS. 


Stockholder Charges Manipulation of 
Stock and Asks for a Receiver for 
Central Company. 


Alleged manipulation of Central Union 
Telephone company stock by the American 
Telephone and Telegraph company, and the.’ 
direction of the former company’s business 
for the sole benefit of the American com- 
pany forms the basis of a petition filed in . 
the Circuit Court yesterday. The petitioner 
is Charles H. Beers, one of the stockholders 
of the Central company, and he asks the | 
courts to appoint a receiver and have the 
rights of the minority stockholders in the 
concern adjudicated. 

According to the petition the stock of the 
Central company amounted to 69,630 shares 
of $100 each on Aug. 26 last, of which amount 
the American company owned 85,246. It is 
further set forth that if the business of the. 
Central company was “ honestly and capa- 
bly managed the company would pay large 


The petition sets forth that the American 
company has by its dominating influence in 
the Central company caused the latter to 
enter into contracts for the rental of.tele- 
phone instruments to be furnished to the 
Central company at exorbitant rates, in 
many cases approximately closely to the 
sum for which such instruments could have 
been purchased outright by the Central com- 


pany. 

On Oct. 10 last, it is asserted, the Ameri- 
can company and certain stockholders .of 
the Central company caused the stock of the 
latter concern to be reduced from 69,680 
shares to 34,815 shares. On Oct. 17 follow- 
ing, the petition aays, the same stockholders . 
caused the stock to be increased to 100,000 
shares, to allow the American company and 
other large stockholders to secure a more 
absolute control. The present cash value 
of the property of the Central company, the 
petition states, is $16,000,000, 

In addition to asking for a receiver the 
petitioner appeals to have the defendant  - 
companies produce in court evidence regard- ~ 
ing the contracts existing between the two 
concerns, and give a full account of all the 
business of the Central company. The courts 
are also asked to restrain the companies 
from making any further contracts or car- 
rying out existing ones for the furnishing 
of material and instruments by the American 
company, and also from expending any more 
money for improvements.

Chief Musham Finds Many Private Po- 
* licemen Are Ignorant of How to 
Call the Department. 


Chicago has been relying on watchmen 
who know nothing of the fire alarm system, 
according to reports sent in to Marshal 
Musham. The Chief says he is amazed at 
the ignorance of the men to whose vigilance 
the safety of down-Sown buildings at night 
is committed.

Captain Edward J. Buckley reported: Inu

Captain Marinus L. Strook found that in 
twenty buildings visited only two watchmen 
were able to send in an alarm or knew the 
situation of the nearest box. 

Captain William Barker said that one-third 
of the managers of buildings did not know 
how. to send in an alarm.

MAYOR FAVORS BURIED WIRES. 


Indorses Transportation Committee’s 
Declaration for Underground Trol- 
ley, but Would Enlarge Territory.

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KANKAKEE INVESTORS PAYING 
AS HIGH AS $150 AN ACRE. 

Parts of Holdings Purchased Originally 
tor 850 te $60 an Acre Sold Of ana 
Proceeds Used to Secure Real Estate 
in Western States at Lower Rates— 
Investments in Missouri, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, and the Dakotas Sought by 


IIlineisans. 

Kankakee, III., Nov. 14.—[Special.}—A few 
years ago there was but little farm land in 
Illinois that was valued at more than $50 
or 875 an acre. A few days ago a farm near 
Manteno, this county, was sold at $112.50 an 


acre, and this price has been the rule rather 
than the exeeption in that locality within the 
last year. Land in other parts of Kankakee 
is proportionately high. The Grinnell farm 
of 100 acres, not far from this city, was sold 
last month for $120 an acre, and the owner 
bought 480 acres in Missouri for about one- 
fourth the proceeds of the sale. Speaking 
of high-priced land the Champaign Gazette 


says: 

Last week a farm of 160 acres near Ells- 
worth was sold for $130.50 an acre. The im- 
provements are said to be ordinary. At 
Roanoke, Woodford County, a tarm of 160 
acres was sold last week for $150 an acre. 
Two persons owning farms near Colfax have 
recently refused $125 an acre for their land. 
Across the road from Henry Grosse’s, half 
way between Kappa and El Paso, a man 
owns 240 acres, with ordinary improvements. 
He has just refused $140 an acre for the en- 
tire tract. He offers to let it go for $150 an 
acre, and will doubtless get it.“ . 

During the last year it is estimated that 
upwards of $200,000 has been invested by 
people in Kankakee County for land in Iowa, 
Minnesota, and the Dakotas, at prices rang- 
ing all the way from $12 to $50 an acre, with 
perhaps $30 an acre as an average. All the 
county officials have bought farms in those 
States, mostly for speculation; they are fa- 
miliar with farming and know desirable 
tracts when they see them. Some of them 
have cleaned up tidy sums. 

Senator Len Small bought 160 acres in 
Minnesota less than a year ago, paying $1,000 
down. Since then the land has advanced 
$1,800, and in addition the rent from Mr. 
Small’s tenant has more than paid the in- 
terest on the investment. This is only one 
of many similar cases. Every é¢xcursion day 
between twenty and fifty Kan eeans have 
been northwestward on homeseeking excur- 
sions, and in numerous cases they come back 
with title deeds to farms in their pockets. 

It is hardly worth while for a man with 
small capital to buy a farm in lllinoils. The 
trend is all toward Iowa, Minnesota, and 
South Dakota. In the two former States 
there is plenty of fine corn lauad to be had 
around the $50 mark, while in South Dakota 
the chances to make money at farming are 
equally good. 


SENATOR M’LAURIN SPEAKS 
FOR AN AMERICAN MARINE. 


South Carolinan Sees Danger in Weak- 
ness on the Seas and Advocates Sub- 
sidies to Upbuild the System.

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 14—At a “smoker” 
given for the visiting delegates to the South- 
ern Cotton Spinners’ association Hoke Smitn 
spoke on “ Development of Our Home Tal- 
ent and Senator John L. McLaurin on 
* Extension of Our Foreign Trade.“ Mc- 
Laurin advocated an American marine. 

“Our weakness upon the sea is the one 
great danger that confronts the natiqn,’’ said 
the Senator. If ships could be built in the 
United States as cheaply and operated under 
our flag as cheaply as they are under other 
flags it would be unnecessary for our gov- 
ernment to do mora than to offset the sub- 
sidies, bounties, naval reserve, rétainers, and 
other methods by which foreign governments 
ai.--ct capital into merchant ships built and 
managed by their own people. 

We must not imagine that American 
capital is dependent upon national legislation 
in order to make ship owning pay. We have 
ample evidence of large American invest- 
ments in foreign built ships, manned and 
operated by foreigners, in our foreign trade. 
However much our people have invested in 
foreign ships, they are unavailable under 
international law when at war as naval aux- 
illaries, 

Another thing we should remember: 
These ships and the men employed on board 
of them may be turned against the United 
States in the event of our becoming involved 
in war with the nation whose flag they fly. 

“The obfect of extending government ald 
to the upbuilding of our merchant marine 
is to secure adequate protection for the na- 
tion upon the sea, and the mere fact that

RAILROAD PEACE IN THE NORTHWEST. 
After more than five months of negotia- 
tions the disagreement which culminated 
in the disastrous and costly Northern Pa- 
eile corner in the New York stock market 
on May 9 last has been settled, though 
the details of the settlement are not yet 
fully known. The contending factions cf 
necessity have sunk their differences and 
will operate in harmony in the Western 
ratiroad territory for the present at least. 
So far as the Hill or the Harriman inter- 
ests are concerned there will be no extension 
of lines which has not the approval of ali 
interested. Rates will be maintained on a 
aniform basis through the application of the 
community of interest principle. 

The ascendency of the Harriman-Rocke- 
feller interests is a marked feature. They 
not only presérve the Union Pacific from 
encroachment but their chief opponent in the 
Western rafirvad field no longer possesses: 
the independence he had before the Bur- 
lington deal was ventured upon. The 
Rockefellers own a controlling interest in 
the St. Paul, which it does not appear is 
directty involved in the settlement, and the 
Northwestern, a Vanderbilt property, can 
always be relied on to uphold rates and act 
in harmony for the joint interest of all. 
The settlement could not be arranged on 4 
temporary basis. Peace could be assured 
in no other way than by such a plan as that 
finally agreed upon. 

There was no excitement in the stock 
market over the announcement of the in- 
corporation of this Northern Securities 
company, with its capital of $400,000,000. 
There might have been more activity had 
more details been given about the plans of 
the new corporation or if the rates for money 
had not been advanced to § per cent by sev- 
eral heavy lenders. The public is not con- 
cerned as yet in the stock of this new cor- 
poration because none of it is to be offered 
for sale at present. It can safely be as- 
sumed, however, that the volume of securi- 
ties will be so vast that the assistance of the 
funds of investors and speculators will be 
When this assistance is asked for 
the value of those securities will deserve

There are features to this new company 
which furnish material for thought. It is 
given by its charter almost unlimited powers. 
It may own or sell the securities of any cor- 
At present the only ones it is 
taking over are the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern. To do that it has a capi- 
talization of $400,000,000. It is hinted that 
the contro? of the Union Pacific, Chicago 
and Alton, and half a dosen other roads 
will be acquired by it. 
capitalization will be increased. Whether 
so vast a system, if formed, can hold to- 
gether is yet to be determined. 
if it does hold together, its permanency will 
be for the public good will be denied by 
many.

CHEAPER BREAD. 

A baker is about to make an experiment 
with cheap bread in New York. He thinks 
he can so reduce the cost of producing bread 
as to be able to sell it at two and a half 
cents a loaf and stili have it clean and whole- 
some, with sixteen ounces to the pound. 
Nothing is said yet about the manner of dis- 
tribution, and it may be that customers who 
wish to buy at the two for a nickel“ rate 
will have to go to the bakery to do it. But 
even in this case the experiment is of great 
value, for it means a 50 per cent reduction | 
in the price of the most important kind of 
food in the market. 

In this country, it is true, bread has not 
-quite the position which it occupies in cer- 
tain parts of Europe. There it is not only 
the el#ef article of diet but is of as much 
importance as all other kinds of food put 
together. Here if the workman were de- 
prived of bis bread he could still subsist on 
other things. But at the same time bread 
has by no means passed out of fashion. 
Though it has new and dangerous rivals, and 
though it is traduced and maligned by 
health food congresses it still keeps its place 
at the head of our list of edibles. Wherever 
there is food’ of any kind there is always 
bread. It is the invaMable feature of every

It would be most fortunate, therefore, if 
some one could do for Chicago what the 
baker who has been mentioned is trying to 
do for New York. Many a family would 
find itself raised from a position where there 
was not quite food enough for ail the chil- 
dren to one where going to bed hungry was 
unknown. When one knows how many peo- 
ple are prevented from going from one part 
of the city to another because of not having 
a nickel for carfare, one begins to under- 
stand how large a sum of money five cents : 
sometimes is. A reduction of two and a half 
cents in the price of each loaf of bread would 
mean-the eating of more bread and per- 
baps the saving of a little money with which 
to buy more coal. A large bread company 
which could accomplish this result would be 
welcomed by hundreds of thousands of 
ple in this city.

The more the proposition to “ boule- 
vard Washington street from the South 
Branch to Michigan avenue is thought over 
the more fantastic it seems. As the South 
Park Commissioners have no jurisdiction 
over Michigan avenue north of Jackson 
street and the North Side boulevard systein 
ends at Ohio street, the eastern extremity 
of a boulevarded Washington street would 
bein the air.

THE PROBLEM OF COLUMBUS. 

It is not exactly clear why the South Park 
Commissioners should have refused the ap- 
plication of Mr. Hutchinson on behalf of 
the Art Institute for the statue of Colum- 
bus which has reposed so long in the ig- 
nominious obscurity! of the South Park's 
back yard. On the other hand, it would 
seem that the Art Institute is just the one 
to know what to do with the bronze misfit, 
which is acknowledged to be an elephant 
on the commissioners’ hands. nee: 

Up to the present time the commission- 
ers have shown no disposition either to 
dispose of Columbus or to utilize him. Osh- 
kosh, Muskegon, Three Oaks, and other 
places where dawnings of the art spirit 
have manifested themselves have offered 
to take him off their hands, but they have 
refused. At the same time they have left 
him face upwards among the weeds, sub- 
ject to the indignities of every passerby. 
Well mightheexclaim: — 

Perhaps it was well to dissemble your love, 

But—why. did you kick me down stairs? 

It is possible that the commissioners have 
concealed Columbus from the public view as 
far as possible so that he shall not inspire 
young sculptors to similar atrocities or 
vitiate the public taste. But it cannot be 
possible they are afraid the Art Institute 
people might set him up in their rotunda 


of the Republic. The latter certainly could 
be trusted with the custody of Columbus. 
They will make the best use of him. But 
if the commissioners really wish to express 
their disapproval of him, would it not be 
better to remount him on his pedestal, set 
him up in some conspicuous place after the 
manner of the conventional scarecrow, and 
properly label him as a frightful example? 
Or, better still, why not remove him en- 
tirely from public view by burying him, 
thus making him an object of interest to 
future antiquarians and scientists, who will 
wonder when he is unearthed what sort of 
petrified monster they have discovered ? 
The proposition of the Art Institute should 
have been accepted with thanks. It is well 
understood that it would have melted up 
the ten tons of Columbus and used the 
residue for real artistic purposes.

ONE VIRTUE OF A GREAT INDUSTRIAL. 

After the recovery from a period of indus- 
trial depression has reached its height there 
is an inevitable reaction. That reaction 
has been marked by certain notable feat- 
ures, especiglly in the iron and steel in- 
dustry, whose history has been more close- 
fy studied than that of any other. During 
hard times there is a limited demand for 
iron and steel goods, and stocks on hand 
are small. When good times fairly set 
in the manufacturers of these goods at once 
rush in their orders for raw inaterials. This 
sudden demand sets the iron furnaces and 
steel mills at work. As they have small 
surplus stocks these orders induce them to 
advance the prices of their raw materials. 
There is a period of feverish activity and of 
rapidly increasing prices. Presently the 
demand for the finished products begins to 
fall off. Then the men who make them 
give smaller orders for raw materials. 
Then there is a sudden slump in prices all 
along the line. 

This year there has been no such revul- 
sion. The iron and steel industry still has 
before it an immediate future 6f prosperity. 
The New York Times is inclined to ascribe 
the fact that there has not been at this time 
a tremendous advance in quotations and 
then a sudden drop in them to what it calls 
the conservative and steadying influences 
of the United States Steel corporation. 

The Times says that since that corpora- 
tion was organized it has refused to lend it- 
self to any scheme to advance prices. In- 
dependent producers have wished to take 
advantage of the present demand for rails, 
for instance, and ask $30 a ton instead of 
$28. The United States Steel corporation 


ment, believing that ft would make more 
money at the lower rate in the long run. 


There is no doubt that such a belief is well 


founded. 

If the steel corporation has indeed had 
the moderating and regulating influence 
the Times thinks it has, then its organiza- 
tion has, momentarily at least, been of value 
| to a great industry. It is easy to see that 
a corporation which manufactures every- 
thing from pig iron up to tinplate, barbed 
wire, and nails, is in closer contact with 
consumers and better able to judge of their 
ability and willingness to buy than any 
corporation carrying on only one line of 
business can be. Furthermore, an immense 
concern with unlimited capital which ex- 
pects to stay in the field indefinitely is not 
obliged to make suddenly all the money it 
can, as did the predatory trusts. whose or- 
ganizers did not expect them to last mor 
than a year or two. Nor is it so greatly 
tempted to make all the money it can as is a 
small company. The latter always wishes to 
make all the hay possible while the sun 
shives. 3

FLYING TO THE FEDERAL COURTS. | 

The Union Traction company and the Con- 
solidated Traction company heave asked the 
United States courts for the justice which 
they allege they cannot get in the State 
courts. The national constitation reads that 
no State shall “ deprive any person of prop- 
erty without due process of law.” These 
two corporations say an attempt ls being 
made to take their property without due 
process of law and they ask for the pro- 
tection they say the constitution guarantees 
them. 


They assert that while they have paid 
their taxes for 1900 an attempt is now 
being made to force them to pay additional! 
and much heavier taxes for that year, They 
allege also that while real estate was ag- 
sessed last year at about 60 per cent of the 


capital stock and bonds at their full cash 
value. The exemption from assessment of 
the capital stock of manufacturing corpora- 
tions is complained of as a discrimination. 

It the two traction companies succeed in 
getting this assessment question into the 
United States courts they will be able to 
keep it there for some time, They will not 
be satisfied until they have had an opinion 
from the Supreme Court. That court is 
not inclined to interfere. with the taxing laws 
of a State unless they are manifestly unjust. 
It is not likely that that court will hold that 
it ought to intervene for the protection of 
these two corporation and other corpora- 
tions which may male common cause with 
them, but the litigation which has just been 
begun may temporarily deprive this city | 
of the increased revenue which it had as- 
sumed the decision of the State Supreme 
Court would give it.

The elder Brahms, continued Mr. Dubbe, 
used to play the bass viol in a café orchestra, 
and one night he remarked to his friend Meyers: 
‘I say, Meyers, it's only by accident that a man 
plays in tune on the bass viol. Nicht wahr?’ 

This unaffected simplicity, this freedom from 
illusion, was inherited by his son, and is the note 
of his Second symphony, which we are to consider 
today. The symphony, you will observe, is written 
around three notes—D, C sharp, D. The reason it 
is C sharp instead of D flat is that the signature is 
D, which requires that C sharp shall be the leading 
tone. A leading tone is so called because it leads 
into the tonic. On stringed instruments it is 
sharper than on the piano, which can give only 
the same tone, ascending or descending. The use 
of leading tones is characteristic of Brahms. 

“Observe the architectural simplicity and 
strength of this three-note figure. It is thoroughly 
German, saturated with the essence of Northern 
legendry. There is no catering to Italian senti-

Animated Hearing Expected as Attor- 
meys’ Views Are Widely Divergent— 
Ex-Judge Shope Declare Writ Can- 
mot Lie, While Defense Holds It Can 
Attack on the Jurisdiction of Judge 
Hanecy Locked For — Disagreement 
Over Alleged Verbal Order. 


Judge Dunne, sitting in the Criminal Court, 
yesterday ordered the habeas corpus writ by 


‘| which Managing Editor Lawrence and Re- 


porter Canfield of the Chicago American 
hope to escape from the imprisonment de- 
creed by Judge Hanecy. set for 1 at 
9 o’clock this morning. It is expected the 
argument will last two days. 

The opposing counsel in the case take dia - 
metrically opposite views of the issues as 
well as the law involved, and an interesting 
and perhaps lively time is looked for. The 
contention of ex-Judge Shope, representing 
the on, is that the only order of 
court by which the two defendants are now 
held is the writ of attachment. Against this 
ex-Judge Shope contends no writ of habeas 
corpus can lie. 

For the defense the lawyers hold that under 
the writ the defendants were actually in the 
custody of the Sheriff. They also attack the 
jurisdiction of the court which issued the 
writ of attachment and assert that any find- 
‘ings he may have made, including the writ of 
attachment, were illegal and should be dis- 
missed. To this ex-Judge Shope sets up the 
contention that the contempt proceedings 
are not finished until Judge Hanecy enters 
his final order of commitment, and one Judge 
of a Circuit Court cannot review the proceed- 
ings of another while the case is yet open. 
There is a disagreement between counsel 
also as to whether on Tuesday Judge Hanecy 
did not give a verbal order committing the 
defendants to the custody of the Sheriff. The 
attorneys for the defendants say he did, and 
ex-Judge Shope says he did not. 

In connection with this last contention the 
attorneys for the defendants yesterday dis- 
covered that in the minute book of the clerk, 
just underneath the entry of the order for 
the writ of attachment, was another order 
which had been afterwards erased. This, 
they contend, was the order committing the 
defendants to the custody of the Sheriff, and 
they filed an affidavit charging this to be 
the fact. The os however, declares the
